FACTS ABOUT FOLKS. 


Of "Cr*T»t.* 


"The word 'cravat,'" said a man irho 


makes neckwear, "came Into our lan- 
guage about 1030. Prior to test year 
a feature of the uniform of the Aus- 
trian cavalry was a wide- band of 
coarse linen worn in folds around tbe 
neck under the short hussar jacket. 
This cavalry organization was called 
tbe Cravate, its members being styled 
the Cravates. Later, in tbe seven- 
teenth century, France recruited a reg- 
iment of cavalry, adopting for it tbe 
uniform of the Austrian regiment In 
Croatia, calling it the Royal Cravates. 
Later, in England, th» word 'crabaf 
was applied to a neck_ handkerchief. 
After the battle of Steenldrlt, in Flan- 
ders, in 1692, English officers brought 
home the 'steenkirk.' a long, flowing 
neck scarf edged with fine Flemish 
lace, the ends of which were drawn 
through a buttonhole of enormous size. 
The ueckwear of today is clearly trace- 
able to the 'steenkirk' and the modifi- 
cations it underwent."—Washington 
Sttir.

Great met with fire weapons in Asia. 
and Pbilostratus says that Alexander's 
conquests were arrested by the use of 
gunpowder. It is also written that 
those wise men who lived in tbe cities 
of tbe Ganges "overthrew their ene- 
mies with tempests and thunderbolts 
shot from the walls." Julius Africanus 
mentions snooting powder in the year 
275. It was used In the siege of Con- 
stantinople in GC8, by the Arabs in 090, 
at ^nessalonica in &04, at the siege of 
Belgrade in 1073, by the Greeks in na- 
val battle in 1008, by the Arabs against 
the Iberians in 1147 and at Toulouse in 
1218. 


It appears to nave been generally- 


known throughout civilized Europe as 
early ns 1300, and soon thereafter it 
made its way into England, where it 
was manufactured during the reign of 
Elizabeth, and we learn that a few 
arms were possessed by tbe English in 
1310 and that they were used at tbe 
battle of Crecy in 1846.—Gassier"* Mag- 
azine.

PLANTS THAT CLIMB. 


P*e«ll«rltlei *f Their L**YM smd 


Their M«4«« of M*v««e»t. 


It is in tbe twin|ng plants, such as 


bryony and bop, and the tendril bear- 
ers, like vetches, that we find the high- 
est development of tbe climbing habit. 
These plants live under unusual condi- 
tions. In order to gain the light they 
must seek rather than avoid overhang- 
ing foliage, and so we find the vetches, 
instead of turning away from the shad- 
ow toward the light, like most of their 
neighbors, boldly pushing up Into the 
center of a bush to bunt into blossom 
amid its upper branches far above 
their less daring neighbors. 


But it is in the leaves of these plants 


that we find the most remarkable mod- 
ifications adapting them to a climbing 
habit. The leaves of tbe vetches and 
vetchllngs are pinnate—they bear a 
number of opposite ovate leaflets. Tho 
tip of tbe leaf stalk and the uppermost 
pair of plnnse are in the climbing spe- 
cies changed Into tendrils—sensitive, 
twining, wbiplike structures—which ex- 
hibit remarkable features. If the slight- 
ly curved, extended tendril of a young 
leaf of pea or vetch be watched care- 
fully it will be found that it is slowly 
but Incessantly moving round and 
round'in a circle. If the tendril comes 
into contact with a twig It bends to- 
ward it and eventually takes several 
turns around it. Even a slight tempo- 
rary irritation is sufficient to cause a 
bending toward any side. 


Finally the tendril become* woody 


and strong and forms a secure anchor 
cable for the plant. Not only does the 
young tendril rotate, but the whole leaf 
on which it is borne is In constant mo- 
tion. Tbe shoot to which the leaf be- 
longs is rotating also, so that tbe ten- 
dril Is sweeping the air with a eompli- 


his mind. He remarked repeatedly that 
such a thing had never happened in his 
experience before, for, he said, he could 
feel a breath of wind before the leaves 
felt it, and there bad been no wind.

Earthworms are not soil former*, 


for they are seldom met with ID soil* 
that are destitute of organic matter. 
They are simply renovators. Every 
time a worm is driven by dry weather 
or any other cause to descend deep It 
brings to the surface, when It emptier 
the contents of its body, a few parti- 
cles of fresh earth. At the same time 
it fertilizes the subsoil by opening up 
passages, which encourage the roots of 
plants to penetrate deeper, these pas- 
sages being lined with excreted mat- 
ter which provides a store of nourish- 
ment for the roots. On meadow land 
Darwin found that these worm casts 
amount annually to eighteen tons an 
acre and on good arable land to about 
ten tons.

MAN'S POINT IN FLAMES. 


Stop Blue QBickiy SiMiwJ By 


Praipt Aid Energetic Work. 


WING NOT mm 
DESTROY, DOT 


VERY BADLY DJUUGED. 


The large wooden boarding house 


at Freeman's Point, built about a 
year ago, was badly damaged by a 
fire which broke out shortly before 
twelve o'clock Wednesday night. En- 
ergetic work on the part of the fire- 
men caved the building from total 
destruction, but It was entirely gutted 
and only the shell is left standing 
this morning. The prompt arrival of 
the chemical prevented the flames 
from spreading to the other houses 
nearby. 


The alarm was sounded from Box 


117 a few minutes before midnight 
and even then the fire had attained 
such proportions that the reflection 
of the flames could be se«n 
from 


Market square. 


The fire was first discovered by 


William Clark, who lives almost ex- 
actly across the street. Mr. Clark im- 
mediately awakened Ms son, Herbert, 
and directed him to pull in the alarm, 
while Mr. Clark himself took 
such 


precautions as he comd to prevent his 
own house from catching 
fire, 
~y 


drenching the walls' with water. The 
chemical quickly appeared on 
the 


scene, however, and removed all date 
ger in this direction. 


When the firemen finally appeared,' 


they worked with great energy. The 
outlook was very discouraging, but 
water was turned upon th« flames in 
a remarkably short time and in half 
an hour the fire was under control 
The recall was sounded at one 
o'clock. 


The building is owned by Joseph 


Davidson of Rumford Falls, ivTe., and 
is valued at $2800. It is insured for 
$2000, the insurance being held by Ils- 
ley and George. At the time of the 
fire, th& house was unoccupied, al- 
though up to a week ago last Tues- 
day William Tyler of Portland 
had 


lived there. Mr. Tyler vacated the 
house on account of lack of business. 


The fire appears to have started 


in the basement, in the end nearest 
the street and on the side facing to- 
ward Maplewood avenue. The cause 
is unknown.

tain a lottery in the United States. 


Under date of December 25, 1734, 


and bearing, among others, the sig- 
nature of Hunking Wentworth. is a 
printed "promise to pay," issued by 
the Province of New Hampshire, in 
favor of said Wentworth the amount 
was one shilling, and due to him in 
twelve years from the above men- 
tioned date ' in silver or gold at the 
then current price or in passable Bills 
of Credit on the Province, of 
New 


Hampshire, Massachusetts. Rhode Is- 
land, or Connecticut with interest of 
one per Cent, pr Ann." 


Then there is a ticket which ex- 


plains itself, for it reads as follows: 
"One Dollar. The possessor of this 
Ticket shall 'be entitled to 
receive 


any Prize drawn against its number, 
in the 
third class 
of Newcastle 


Bridge Lottery. October 
20, 1790." 


This ticket is number 1297. 


Serenely appearing in Mr. Gray's 


collection are two ancient ballots, one 
being headed "Peace 
Ticket" and 


bearing eight names as -electors and 
six as representatives. The other bal- 
lot is a "Democratic ticket for elec- 
tors of President and Vice President." 
Both ballots are pygmies In size, com- 
pared with those used nowadays. 


In number fourteen of these histor- 


ical notes, we referred to an address 
delivered in Portsmouth on July 4, 
1827, 
by William Bartlett, a lawyer 


and somewhat eccentric man. 
Mr 


Gray produces for our edification a 
ticket of admissioA "to dine at Jeffer- 
son ball" on that date, this being the 
banquet which followed "Squire Bart- 
lett's Democratic address." 


Finally, there is a happy souvenir, 


which almost audibly presents a re- 
vival of what was really the first Old 
Home week in New Hampshire, and 
held in Portsmouth, too. Tis ticket 
No. 1,400, issued to the collation 'to 
the Sons of Portsmouth on July 4. 
1853; 
and sent out by Ichabod Good- 


win, afterward governor, for the com- 
mittees. Again we recall that next 
July fourth will be the half century 
anniversary of that historic 
gather- 


ing of the sons and daughters of this 
borough around the old hearthstone.

Book Publishing In tile Middle Age*. 


When in the middle ages an author 
t any European university desired to 
ublish his thoughts his book was read 
vor twice in tlie presence of the au- 
horities and if approved might be cop- 
ed and exposed for sale, a practice in 
which the germs for state licensing 
may be readily distinguished. It was 
evidently necessary, however, to keep 


strict watch over the persons em- 


ployed In this business, and. the stat- 
utes of the University of Paris show 
:bat the booksellers were subjected to 
i very severe discipline. They were 
obliged to keep a list of the books they 
old and to exhibit their scale of 
charges, and they were forbidden to 
purchase auy manuscript till it had 
JCCD duly approved by the authorities 
and publicly exposed to view for fou» 
days.

Divorce In Old Times. 


The code of King Khammurabi or 


Assyria, whose date is approximately 
2200 B. C., which has been deciphered 
from a pillar discovered at Susa, deals 
exhaustively with the subject of di- 
vorce.

The J«H» John Howard Found. 
The forward movement was every- 


where so gradual that in 1770, when 
John Howard began to investigate hos- 
pitals as an incidental feature of his 
work in prisons, he found almost no 
provision for sick criminals. Where 
such existed it was frankly inadequate, 
as in the castle at York, where one 
small room served as infirmary, so that 
"when persons of one sex happened to 
be in this, those of the other were ex- 
cluded." On the continent, except for 
characteristic cleanliness in Flanders, 
conditions showed little progress. Even 
in the famous hospice of St. Jean de 
Jerusalem at Malta, with il» suu»pti: 
ous table service of silver. Howard teliB 
that patients were tended "by the 
most ragged, dirty, unfeeling and in- 
human wretches I ever saw. I once 
found nine or ten Of them highly en- 
tertained by a delirious and dying per- 
son." These attendants were chosen 
from among tutors and criminals, and 
as there wore only twenty-two of 
them for oOO patients (against forty 
for twenty-six horses and twenty-six 
mules) they could hardly have been ex- 
ported to take their employment very 
seriously.—Mary Moss in Atlantic.

In ad- 
dition to this the Russians also held 
their ears and shut their eyes when a 
(> inch gun was fired. The Germans 
and the English, I understand, can't 
stand the reports of big guns without a 
similar set of precautions. The Yan- 
kee, though, neither stxiffs his ears 
with cotton nor stops them with his 
fingers. Hence, when his guns go off, 
he looks considerably more romantic 
and martial than those other chaps."— 
Philadelphia Record.

color, but antiquarians say that green 
as the national flag of Ireland is of 
comparatively modern origin.
